ors of Huron Township. 

To this day, nobody is able 
to recall any individual that 
actually took part in the “fall 
coloring.” Nobody can recall 
who organized it or bought the 
paint and the brushes. Nobody 
recalls who directed the traffic 
and nobody recalls who waved 
to the passing local officials, 
state police cars and local 
police cars: Nobody recalls but 
for several weeks after you 
could still spy red paint on the 
shoes of some citizens and you 
would just smile and go about 
your business. 

What is known is that sever- 
al citizens of all ages, marched 
to the bridge, unsealed large 
cans of red paint and com- 
menced to paint the bridge 
Candy Apple Red. It was a 
few weeks before the 
Applefest and it occurred in 
the early 1980’s. Some specu- 
lated that because it happened 
so close to Applefest and the 
color chosen was red that the 
Applefest Committee was 
involved, but that wasn’t so. 
There may have been some 
individuals that worked on the 
committee that was involved 
but that is just a rumor and 
mere speculation.

It was also mere speculation 
that the group included a 
school board member, a mem- 
ber of the township board, 
employees of a bank and other 
prominent business people in 
the community. All mere spec- 
ulation! 

What is also known is that 
the citizens had a grand time 
Visiting, drinking coffee and 
other refreshments. And- they 
did a pretty good job painting 
the bridge and it is thought that 
Wayne County was shamed 
into moving up its own sched- 
ule for painting the bridge. 

All we know, regarding the 
county’s intentions, was that 
after a respectable period had 
elapsed (so the county could 
say they weren’t pressured by 
the citizen’s activities) the 
county did indeed paint the 
bridge a “sky blue” and that 
color remains today mixed 
with rust and corrosion. 

So every time I drive by that 
ugly bridge I am reminded of a 
time when a few brave Huron 
Township citizens stood up 
and said, “I think the bridge 
could use a little touch up.” 
You know folks, that spirit 
does live within us — if we just 
look for it.
